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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to the applicant's argunnent that 
Taguchi failed to disclose "an internal circuit including... transferring an address and data", the examiner does not find the argument 
persuasive. Fig. 31 depicts that bus 160 is internal as well as external, as required by the claim. Further, there is no specific 
requirement that the internal memory be connected to the CPU by the a bus. As such, the examiner does not find the argument 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's argument that Curran failed to disclose an external circuit, the examiner does not find the argument persuasive. 
This is due to the fact that Curran was not relied upon for the external circuit, as can be seen in the rejection of claim 1 presented in the 
Final action dated 4/28/2005. Therefore, the examiner does not find the argument persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's argument that Curran failed to teach "ciphering the address... entirety of said at least one external device", the 
examiner does not find the argument persuasive. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Ctr. 1986). 

Finally, regarding the argument that Taguchi and Curran failed to disclose "prevent[ing] illicit access to the internal memory via an 
external memory" the examiner does not find the argument persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "prevent[ing] illicit access to 
the internal memory via an external memory") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). This is due to the newly amended claims not being entered because this particular limitation would require further 
consideration and search. Therefore, the examiner does not find the argument persuasive.. 
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
